LONDON, May 3 (AP).—The

A Distinguised Harvard Philosopher on 
the Lindbergh Issue. 


_ To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE President has likened Col. Lind- 
bergh to one of the Copperhead lead- 
ers during the Civil War. One defect of 
this analogy is that we were at the time 
at war. And one of the disquieting 
aspects of the President’s remark is that 
it seems to reveal a subconsciousness 
which assumes that we are now at war. 
If this is the President's subconscious- 
ness, he has much to answer for in the 
way of honest dealing with the American 
people. If we are not at war, Col. Lind- 
bergh’s comments on the outlook have 
no resemblance to the Copperhead move- 
ment. 

But there is a far more disquieting 
aspect of the incident. Why is a clear 
and dispassionate voice like that of 
Lindbergh cried down, and by one who 
pretends faith in democracy? If we 
stand before a moment of tremendous 
national decision, what concerns this peo- 
ple more than that views like Lind- 
bergh’s shall be heard and fairly dis- 
cussed? 

It can hardly be reassuring to a trou- 
bled nation when courageous critics of 
our drift are not answered, but maligned. 
I wish to take my stand beside Lind- 
bergh, not as a subscriber to all his con- 
clusions, but as a proponent of the right 
of speech by responsible citizens free 
from the cowardly punishment of vilifi- 
cation by those who disagree, whether 
in low position or high. 

In this difficult time, our most danger- 
ous guides are not those who express 
calm and well-reasoned dissent. The 
dangerous ones are those who loudly pro- 
fess, ddy by day and‘column by column, 
an omniscence as to what we should do, 
such as is granted to no mortal man or 
woman. 

If we cannot listen with respect to 
honest warnings, we have little right 
to the name of democracy. And how 
can we follow into a crusade against in- 
tolerance leaders whose own intolerance 
reaches the level of public disgrace?

This is a valuable piece of reporting for the light 
it casts upon the national capital’s state of mind. 
By general agreement, apparently, the fact that 
Congress is constitutionally endowed with the sole 
power to declare war is no longer being considered 
by the officials whose opinions are presented by 
the two writers. Everything is left to the President, 
according to this view. The article says quite 
plainly: “In short, the President holds in his hands 
the fate of the United States.” 

Then why has not the step, so ardently desired by 
some officials, been taken? The concluding para- 
graphs of the dispatch explain. Two men close to 
the White House “agree that the President does 
not feel the time is politically ripe.” A half-dozen 
other men of high standing are quoted as saying 
in substance: “Everything is set to go, when the 
President giyes the word. His sense of timing is 
the best we have, and there’s no use quarreling with 
it.” In conclusion: 


On the whole, therefore, it seems probable that 
the President would have made his decision 
already if he were entirely clear in his own mind 
as to the proper course, or if he felt the country 
strongly behind him. But he is doubtful on both 


points. 
According to this report, then, there is no excuse 


for the people to yield to resignation or fatalism, 
for the President is responsive to popular opinion. 
Nor is there any reason for Congress to abdicate 
its function; with the President doubtful “in his 
own mind as to the proper course,” it can exercise 
a valuable function of debating and clarifying 
issues. 

The President is portrayed as sincere when he 
told the people he was opposed to war, and as 
sincere when he twice went on record against con- 
voys. If the majority of people who oppose inter- 
vention will speak out, therefore, they can have an 
influence on future policy. Letters and telegrams 
to members of Congress and the President are still 
in order. The decision, according to Alsop and 
Kintner’s interpretation, rests in the hands of the 
people. 

Mr. Roosevelt has always had a keen apprecia- 
tion of his office as a trusteeship for carrying out 
the popular mandate.

On its surface, the no-vacation plan suggested 
by Messrs. Knudsen and Hillman for defense indus- 
tries looks like a good way to keep production up, 
while increasing the workers’ earnings.

AIRPORT BATTLE

LONDON, May 3 (AP).—A num- 
ber of British aircraft have been 
destroyed on the ground and some 
casualties sustained in the British 
clash with Iraq troops, an author- 
itative statement said tonight. 

The announcement, issued by 
the Ministry of Information, add- 
ed, however, that “the story that 
British tanks were destroyed on 
an airdrome at Rusba is certainly 
untrue.” 

Fighting still is in progress in 
Iraq, the statement added. It con- 
tinued: 

“As regards Iraq claims to hav- 
ing occupied the oil wells and all

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"'BirdinHand" 
Doesn't Apply 
in Bridge Game 


By Ely Culbertson 


HE player whose bridge philos- 
ophy can be summed up in the 
old saw, “a bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush,” never will 
go very far at bridge. Very often 
it is logical to jeopardize one trick 
asa gilt-edged investment for two 
tricks. That was the case in to- 
day’s hand. 
West, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 
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The bidding: * 
West North Fast South 
Zhearts 3 dia. 
4 hearts Pass 


1 spade Pass 
3 spades Pass 
Pass 5 dia. . Pass Pass 
Double Pass Pass : Pass 

West opened the ace and king of 
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hearts, then shifted to the king of 
spades. When the queen dropped 
from declarer he continued <with 
the spade ace. Declarer ruffed 
with the queen and led a low 
trump to dummy’s jack, ruffed 
another spade, led to the trump 
nine, and ruffed the fourth spade. 
A low club now was ied to dum- 
my’s ace and a club returned. 
East, on lead with the king, had 
nothing but a heart to return. 
This, of. course, allowed declarer 
to discard a club from one oy 
while ruffing in the other, thus 
saving a club loser. 

East was not conscious of hav- 
ing helped the enemy, but he had 
done so nevertheless.

As I havewstated repeatedly, a 
large proportion of all elimination 
and throw-in plays owe their suc- 
cess to the co-operation of the de- 
fender who hates to part with big 
cards.
